It is believed that the unrecov­ 
ered bodies of 17 of the victims 
were trapped in the craft. Nine 
bodies have been found and s i x 
persons of the 32 aboard the Rome- 
New York liner survived.

Growing flowers for Christmas 
In a living room is not easy, but 
it can be done if Paner White 
Narcissus bulbs are started Nov. 
I, and grown in carefully regu­ 
lated tem peratures. Without such 
care the flowers are likely to be 
inferior, and the stems weak, 
because the bulbs have not m a­ 
tured to the degree most favor­ 
able for “forcing.” 
“Forcing” is the florist’s word 
for making a plant flower out 
of season; and the formula for 
accomplishing this is much the 
same with all bulbs. Bulbs de­ 
velop, even in storage; and take 
time to reach the stage where 
they are ready to grow'. When 
planted, they first m ust produce 
roots, since top growth without 
good roots is weak, and seldom 
flowers. 
Paper White narcissi, planted 
in bowls filled with gravel or 
pearl chips and water, should 
be kept in a tem perature below 
60 degrees for four weeks; pref­ 
erably in dim light. When root 
growth is sufficient, top growth 
will begin, and then they should 
have all the light possible. Best 
flowers will result when the tem ­ 
perature never exceeds 70 de­ 
grees; 
keep them away from 
radiators and steam pipes, and 
out of overheated living rooms. 
Instead of gravel, bowls m ay 
be filled with bulb fibre, or pot­ 
ting soil. Containers should be 
deep enough to allow' two inches 
of gravel, fibre or soil below 
them. Set the bulbs close to­

touch; and only the necks should 
emerge from the soil.

W onder indeed, that, according

A C hristm as mince pie of the 
seventeenth century’, according to 
Robert H errick, was filled w ith 
beef tongues, 
chopped 
chicken, 
eggs, raisins, orange and lemon 
peelings, sugar and various spices. 
In this recipe it is not difficult to 
recognize the basic 
pattern 
of 


m odern m ince pie. 
A nother 
national 
C hristm as 
dish in England was (and still is 
with variations) the fam ous plum 
pudding. It was bound up in a 
cloth, boiled on C hristm as m orn­ 
ing, and served with great cere­ 
mony, often saturated w ith alco­ 
hol and set aflam e w hile being 
borne into the dining room, as 
Dickens describes so vividly in his 
“C hristm as 
C arol.” 
The 
nam e 
dates from the end of the seven­ 
teenth century. Before that tim e 
it was called “hackin’’ because its 
ingredients were hacked or chop­ 
ped before being m ixed into the 
pie. 
Of historical interest is the fact 
that in England, before the R efor­ 
mation, a peculiar C hristm as cus­ 
tom had grow n and rapidly spread 
through the country. In honor of 
the 
Savior’s 
hum ble 
birth, 
the 
mince pies w ere made in oblong 
form , 
representing the 
m anger; 
and sometimes, in the slight d e ­ 
pression on top of the pie was 
placed a little figure of the child 
Jesus. Thus the pie was served, as 
an object of devotion as well as 
part of the least. The “baby” was 
removed and the “m anger” was 
eaten w ith great glee by the chil­ 
dren. 
A fter the Reform ation, the P u r­ 
itans started a great and vehem ent 
outcry against the m ince pie 
It 
was not the pie 
itself 
w hich 
aroused their w rath, but its form , 
and the figure of the child. How- 


over, in their fervor they did not 
distinguish the issues and d irect­ 
ed their attack against the dish 
itself. The “battle of the mince 
pie” was on and raged for m any 
years. 
When Christmas Was a Crime 
The Puritans 
were convinced 
that to eat mince pie at C hristm as 
was an abom ination, idolatry, su ­ 
perstition and a popish observan­ 
ce. The Catholics and Anglicans 
im m ediately rose to the defense 
of the cherished dish. The more 
the Puritans condemned it, the 
m ore did the others make and eat 
it. The eating or non-eating of 
mince pie thus became a test of 
orthodoxy on either side. 
When the Puritans finally cam e 
ter, mince pie, like C hrist­ 
mas itself, was forbidden. John 
Taylor (an English poet) w rote 
som ewhat cynically, in 1646, that 
am ong other things, the eating of 
a C hristm as pie was enough to 
have a m an arrested for com m u­ 
ting “high Parliam ent treason.” 
It was not difficult to fores* e 
which side would be victorious in 
the battle. Despite the threats and 
solem n prohibitions, the 
eating 
of 
the 
pies 
was 
continued 
throughout the country. W ith the 
dow nfall of the Puritan regim e 
and the restoration of the m onar­ 
chy in 1660. the old mince pie re ­ 
turned once more to the English 
home, openly and legally, as a 
feature of the Christm as celebra­ 
tion.
